W iEN the house is built on 
sloping ground a terrace 
can be built extending out 
from the house so that it can be 
used as an outdoor living room.

Terraces are built in straight 
lines and should comform with 
the architecture of the house.

will depend somewhat on the 
climate, the time of day it would 
be frequented, the side of the 
house on which it is placed and 
the habits of the family. 

It should be at least slightly 
higher than the surrounding gar¬ 
den and should be a favorable 
spot from which to observe the 
garden and if it is shaded from 
the afternoon sun, will be a most 
charming outdoor living room. 

Terraces, if sheltered from the 
winds and extreme heat or cold, 
serve as a place in which to ex¬ 
hibit rare or special plants in 
pots. 

The floor of the terrace which 
is used as an outdoor living 
room should be paved with brick, 
tile or cement Bits of grass 
growing between the bricks or 
tiles will give the terrace a cool 
and refreshing appearance.

TO GROW FLOWERS 

Many home gardeners are run¬

) This plant receives a dash of 
water and then that one. Before 
the round of the garden is finished 
the first plant is suffering again, 
i Mo.st failures and disappointments 
that discourage so many home 
owners in their gardening efforts 
originate here. 

Let them arrange their garden 
work according to schedule. In 
stead of sprinkling the whole 
garden every evening or every 
other evening, concentrate on a 
small section each day and soak 1 
it thoroughly. The next night | 
cultivate this while the water is 
running on another small area, , 
Plan the work so that it takes a 
week to make the rounds of the 
garden. 

After an irrigation, do not let 
the ground bake abfait small 
plants. Either cultivate or cover 


• v the surface with a mulch. Weeds I 
grow rapidly during warm weath¬ 
er, so get rid of tnem as quicKiy 
as possible. They take water. 
This emphasis on thoroughness 
! in garden watering probably will 
i be a perennial story as long as 
! there are gardens. Admiration 
and love of flowers and plants 
may provide the urge to grow 
them, but it takes well-directed 
labor to produce them.— By Doug¬ 
las Black, Landscape Gardenei.

T he California farmer, Cali¬ 
fornia’s heaviest taxpayer, 
confronts financial bank¬ 
ruptcy in a great many instances, 
regardless of tremendously in¬ 
creased efficiency in both the 
production and marketing phases 
of his business, unless the per- 
ptetual mortgage of governmental 
support is promptly and material¬ 
ly reduced. 

If he is to buy necessities for 
his family, he cannot continue to 
buy luxuries for government. 

The issue is whether multiple 
government, spawned in the ex¬ 
travagant era of business pros¬ 
perity, shall .survive, or whether 
farming and business, the basic 
supports of California citizens, 
shall survive. 

Facing this issue, the Agricul¬ 
tural Legislative Committee of 
California, repre.senting the state’s 
farm cooperatives and farm com¬ 
modity organizations, has deter¬ 
mined to stand sponsor for a pro¬ 
gram of rigid retrenchment in all 
branches of government, without 
regard to politics, and urges 
upon all Californians that they 
unite in forcing government off 
the “luxury standard’’ and back 
to absolute essentials. 

'The committee recognizes, fur¬ 
ther. that such expedients as 
salary cuts and budget slashes 
are merely scratching the sur¬ 
face of excessive government and 
that fundamental changes—ampu¬ 
tations and eliminations -must be 
effecteti to permit drastic and 
lasting reduction in the tax bur¬ 
den.
